The road was built }n 1869, and is a portion 


ol what was a proposed "Inter-oceanic rail- 
road " the fruit of English brains and capi- 
tal.

$29,000,000 It wag then abandoned Since 
its completion nothing in the shape of 
new material has been Imported for ite re- 
pair, and as a machine-shop is totally un- 
known to Honduras, one can form a faint 
idea of the condition of affairs. Two engines, 
three box, four flat ahd one passenger car 
make up the rolling-stock. The engines are 
the ones used in the construction of the road, 
and are of the old Stephenson pattern, 
running without tenders.

The laying of a new rail or the 


fllling in of the road-bed are things 
undreamed of. The track, or what there 
may be left of it, is wholly obscured by a 
dense and high growth of vegetation, except, 
of course, where the bridges occur, and it 
would be betfer for the passengers' peace of 
mind if there, too, the track was hid from 
their eyes. Of the thirty-five miles of road, 
three miles of bridges exist, and these few 
miles increase a man's chances of hemp 
hurled to a homble death about 90 per cent 
It is evident, however, that if there be any 
desire on the part of the bridges to create 
havoc it is visited alone upon the engines, 
and there would seem to be a conspiracy 
among them to annihilate these grim steuc 
tares simply because that for seven years 
they have broken down at such times as to 
precipitate only the hissing monsters into the 
rushing waters 
Several timps have these 


downfalls occurred, but, strange as it may 
seem, they were attended with no direful re- 
sults. The engineer, flreman aud sandmen 
(all 
natives) went down likewise, and re- 


mained hidden in the debris until icscuod by 
their comrades, but only m one instance was 
there a death 
That these seemingly horrible accidents 


were but tiiflmg mishaps appears in the fact 
that the engines aie still m uso, and though 
they have been 01 ushed, jammed and mashed 
by being fired into the rivers, they have been 
fished out, patched and fired again 
It was 


necessary only to pour a quantity of watei 
in some part o£ the engine, start to blaze in 
another port, and the desired effect would 
soon be forthcoming. 


Other, but commoner, indeed most fre- 


quent delays, are incurred when the engin- 
eer stands in need of fuel 01 water 
The for- 


mer is supplied by numerous niozos (armsd 
each with a machete), who aceompany the 
tram, and who disappear into the bush at the 
the required time and return with newly cut 
wood, as much care being taken by them to 
be lightly laden as to avoid haste Water is 
supplied at almost every creek or river, an 
hour or more being devoted to each replen- 
ishment, the mozos carrying it to the engine 
in buckets. These and other causes have 
their effects in causing frequent delays, dur- 
ing which the passengers (if any) are given 
"long drawn out" opportunities to display 
their swearing, pugilistic and entomologies, 
qualifications, the last being at the expense 
of multitudinous musquitoes, some of which, 
if not as large as a leech, are as bad on the 
,tick.

The telegraphers call a poor operator a

of the formar appellation is from the fact 
that a compositor who makes errors is obliged 
to correct them after the type is set up, by 
taking out the misplaced letters and "peg- 
ging" the proper ones into their places.
